The president shall, withm tbiity dr.yn 
aftsr the commencement of each session 
of tho senate, except for any oilicc which 
iu his opiubn ought not to ba filled, 
nominate persons to fill all varq.ae«es in 
office which existed at tho meeting of the 
senate, whether temporarily or not, and 
also m the place ot all officers guspend- 
od; audit the eonate during such ses- 
sion shall refuse Io advise and consent to 
an appointment in tho place ot ony sus- 
pended officer, then, and not otherwise, 
tho president shall uomiuuto another 
person as soon as practicable, to the 
same session of the senate tor tho oflice.

Tuesday morning « crowd of 
yelling ]?olos with drawn lcn:vos was soon 
pursuing a man on Broadway, near tho 
mills. Ho outran then), however. Thomas 
Bradley, watchman in one of tho idle mills, 
was assaulted by tho mob, beaten, aud sent 
homo. Tho Polish strikers boast that they 
como of a nation of borii warriors, and that 
if tho militia is called out to coorco them 
there will bo bloodshed. 


An immense gathering of the strikers took 


place Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock, and 
the suggestion that tho naii works, Union 
Screw works, and shovel works should bo 
forced to shnt down was grootod with 
cheers o£ approval. Many oC tho moro con- 
servative advised against such a course, 
but tho mob howlod thorn down.

Tllo HtHkoi-M niu.j-elitil (-0 i!m nail 1'OrKS at 
tbe corner of Case avenuo and King stroot. 
Hare about S.jO persons are employed, many 
ot thorn being girls and boys. The mob 
entered tho building and tho leaders told 
tho superintendent they would allow them 
five minutes to stop tho ongiao and ton 
ininutos for aU tho employes to loavo tbo 
buildings. Their demands wore promptly 
complied with, and in less than tho timo al- 
lowed tho buildings wore deserted and tho 
fires drawn from beneath tbo boilers. 


Tho strikers, olatod by success, then niaJo 


their way back to tbo Union Screw works, 
arriving there just after tho noon hour. 
They found tho »stablishniont prepared to 
rocoivo them. Tho ofllco was closed and 
every door in the buildings was barricaded, 
tho gates being tightly locked. Tho strikers 
surrounded tho buildings and held a oon- 
foronco.

whom 175 wore boys and 


Tho mob bcKun yelling and boot- 
ing around tho building, while tho women 
and

windows aud called for help to their fright- 
ouad relatives, gathered at a respectful dis- 
tance from tho mob. 
Many of tho girls 


faintod, and somo jumpod from tho lower 
windows and tried to oscapo by tho roar 
gates. Tbo mob was made up o£ young and 
hot-lioadod Polos, who acted as loaders, and 
older Bohemian; and Poloi, who followed 
them liko sheep. After a, consultation tbo 
mob broke down tho fence about tha works, 
and with improvised batturing rams beat 
down tbe factory doors.

shouts, tboy bui-st into tho building. 


President Fayottw Krown is an old man,

OLD SHELTON'S DRUM.

Old Buciloy Sheltou lived in arugged dis- 


trict of Northern Arkansas. He fougat dur- 
ing tbe war of 1812, having enlisted In a 
Tennessee regiment. Ho was a peculiar old 
fellow, and his long wnlto hatf, his soldierly 
bearing and his enthusiastic declamations 
were known to every child in tho neighbor- 
hood. Old Shelton beat a drum at (Ac bat- 
tle ot Now Orleans. Ho took thodrum hoijiij 
with him, and evor afterword, no nsanvr 
how often he changed his resldeia!, ho 
would walk bebind the wagon and carry tho 
drum. ITo would not allow any..one to 
touch It, and he himself would not Won tap 
it except on the Fourth of July. TLoa, 
dressed tn his faded uniform, ho would inarch 
throughout tho "settlement," beatlcs what 
ho termed "tlio exultant roll o£ liberty." 
IVhou tba war o' tho rebellion came Sheiton 
refused to flght against tho old flag;. 


"Gentlemen," said he, when a party of his 


neighbors asked him to beat his drum during 
a Confederate' muster, "if GcaeralJaokson 
himself should wise from the dead and a-]f 
mo to iMtit my old drum for the cause which 
you have taken up I would tell him to shako 
off his dishonor find then lie down again In 
his gravo ot glory, but I would not beat tha 
drum." 


"Old man, you ore crazy," said Nat "Wilk- 


erson. "You ought to be proud of tbo honor 
of being collod upon." 


"1 would rather he crazy and ho rightthun 


bo sano and bo wrong." 


"Say, if you won't beat tlio drum, lend it 


to us " 


"No, sir." 
"Suppose we take it)" 
"Well, men, you aro my neighbors and I 


lUco you, but tbo first man that puts hi.; 
hands on that drum will, hi two minutes, bo 
us dead as Packiaprham. That drain is mine. 
'\Vhcn tho war was over I asked General 
Jackson it I might take i: home. What did 
ho do. 
Ho grasped my hand aud aid: 


'Buckley,'—ho nlwnyn called mo Buckley— 
•tbo drum is yours. Toko it and beat it 
whenever our nation's birthday rolls round.' 
Then I replied: 'Audrow,'—I always called 
l-.lui Aiiflrow because ho Insisted upoa it— 
SUM I, 'Andrew, I will talco it.' I did GO, 
nr.d by the denial you cuu't get It." 


The neighbors smiled at tho old cnau's ex- 


cusable egotism, and, none of them rjpiring 
to be UM dead as Packiugham, but preferring 
rather to lead n druailoss eiiKtouco, shook 
hands with Jackson's friend and retired. 


During the war, while a, regiment of Fed- 


eral soldiers were encamped in Slielton's 
neighborhood, tho commander, ono morning, 
wju; stnrtltid by the roll of a drum.
